WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.] Representative Morrow of 
California today introduced for reference 
the following joint resolution: 

„Resolved. that the present condition of 
affairs at Samoa requires that this Govern- 
ment should aid the people of those islands 
in securing an independent native govern- 
ment, free from the claims of territorial 
jurisdiction of any European power, and to 
the end that this purpose may be speedily 
and effectually accomplished, the Presi- 
dent of the United States is herepy re- 
quested to insist on the restoration of affairs 
on said islands as the same existed at the 
time of the convention between represen- 
tatives of the Governments of 8 
Great Britain and the United States, he d 
in the city of Washington in June and July 
of 1887; that he further aid in securing a set- 
tlement of the pending difficulties at Samoa 
on a satisfactory and solid foundation, 
and inthe restoration of peace and good 
order under a responsible native independ- 
ent ene, with a court of competent 
jurisdiction to determine land titles and 
such other claims and controversies of for- 
eign residents as may be properly cogniza- 
ble by such court, and that he — 
further steps as may be necessary 
the richts of this Government its 
zens in said islands.”

SHERMAN’S VIEWS. 


The Ohio Senator Urges the Adop- 
tion of a Vigorous Policy. 

WASHINGTON, Jap. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In the secret session of the 
Senate today there was a long discussion 
on the question of considering in public 
session the amendment to the Diplomatic 
and Consular Appropriation Bill relating to 
Samoan affairs. 

When the doors were reopened Mr. Sher- 
man said he would like to state, publicly, 
the position which he took in the Samoan 


question so that it might appear in the 
record. He then gave a comprehen- 


sive review of events in the Samoan bi 


Islands from the time when the at- 
tention of the United States was first 
called to them, the various conferences, 
tréaties, etc. He referred to the treaty of 
1886 between Germany and Great Britain 
by which a sortof delimitation was estab- 
lished forthe jurisdiction of each govern- 
ment in the Polynesian group with a dis- 
ciaimer that this partition should apply to 
the Samoan Isiands. That was the legal 
status of today. He spoke of the conten- 
tions which bad always existed between 
the various chiefs on the islands down to 
the time when, by aidof the consuls in 
1-8, it was settled by agreement that 
Malietoa should be King and Tamasese 
Vice-King. Soon after that settlement 
other di iculties had arisen aud a move- 
ment was mide to annex the Samoan 
Isiands to New Zealand, Malietoa sehding 
an humble appeal to Queen Victoria asking 
for such anuexation, ‘he German 
ment, however, had remonstrated in a most 
vigurous manner against it, insisting that it 
would be a violation of the treaty. Finally 
Mr. Sherman brought the history of events 
te the conference in Washington between 
Bayard and the British and German Minis- 
ters and to the sending by each of them of 
an agent to the islands to obtain further in- 
formation. 

He said it was manifest that the rebellion 
of Tamasese had been organized by the 
German “Consul and py a German named 


¢ Weber, who was the head of a large com- 


mercial house. He mentioned the arrival of 
the German fleet at the islands some time 
in May, 1886, and spoke of the insulting 
letter from ibe Vice-Admiral to Malietoa, 
in which he addressed him not as King, but 
as head chief. It was after these insults to 
the King that United States Cunsul Green- 
baum raised the United States flag, at the 
request of Malietoa, over the publie build- 
ings in Apia. For a time, he said, the 
practical effect of that action, unauthorized 
as it was, had been to check the action of 
the German local authorities. After the 
German fivet had sailed away, the German 
and American consuls had again joined in 
a deciaration that Tamasese was never 
recognized by either of them as King, and 
that Mulietoa was King. This act had been 
8 without author ty, and Greenbaum’s 
u it had, very properly, been dis- 
by the American Government, He 
had no more right to assert a protectorate 
there than the German or English consul 
had. It was whilst agents of the three 
conferees, Bayard and the English and 
German ministers, were engaged in ob- 
taining iuformation, that the German Gov- 
erpment deposed Malletoa and set up 
Tawasese. These were the worst features 
of the case, because, at this very time, ne- 
gotiations were going on on a sound, 
just and honest basis for the restoration of 
the status quo. There were indications, he 
thought, that the English Government was 
coinciding with the German poiicy. He 
was not stating the fact for the purpose of 
‘saying who Was wrong or who was right, or 
whether Germany was justified in the 
course which is pursued. He could not say, 
however, that he found in the papers any 
justification for Germany. Prince Bis- 
marck, whose strong and imperial will was 
shown in all of his communications, as- 
serted the equal rights of each of these 
Governments, but insisted, as a matter of 
policy, that it would be better to place the 
custody of the islands under control of the 
powers, and as Germany had the largest 
property interests there, that it would be 
best to place it under German control and 
Wer. As tothe correspondent 
Nein, who had been playing I errant 
there, the Government of he poe ted States 
was in no way responsible forhim. The 


statement of the man himself, although 
somewhat vainglorious in style, shows that 
he had nothing to do with the attack on the 
German sailors, 

Summing up his long speech, Mr. Sher- 
man said that the first thing to be done was 
for the United States to assert its power in 

the possession of the bay of 

Pago Pago. That ought to be done imme- 
diately. It did not need war to protect a 
nation’s rights. The mere assertion of 
these rights and due regard for them, the 
expenditure of money there, the storing of 
coal there, the calling of vessels there—all 
these things were assertions of ‘power far 
more influential than protocols and diplo- 
matic correspondence, 

Mr. George: The amendments do not 
menace war, do 7 

Mr. Sherman: o not think it necessary 
to menace any one. I believe straightfor- 
ward, manly negotiations should be entered 
into between these three great powers. It 
would be a shame and disgrace to our civil- 
ization and. Christianity if we would not 
agree upon some mode of goverament for 
those places. Whatever the newspapers 
may say, there is nothing in the situation 
that would justify on the part of 
either nation a breach of the 
until every effort is exhausted to bri 
about a quiet and peaceful settlement o 
the cont — First, we want to — 
and maintain our right to the station at 
Pago Pago, and nobody will call that right 
in question. Next, we ought to do what we 

promisea “> employ our good offices to 
settle the culties of these people. 
Therefore * — Willing to vote any sum of 
money to enable the President to conduct 
negotiations, to make surveys of harbors 
and to get better information in relation to 
these islands. I am willing to vote the 
sum named inthe amendment (6500, 000), 
and place it at the discretion of Mr. Cleve- 
land or Mr. Harrison, and I have no doubt 
that the power, thus given, to send agents 
there and to send ships there, will bring 
— a promt solution of this small con- 
oversy.

"SHIPS FOR SAMOA, 


War Vessels Being Hastily Fitted 
at Mare Island. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A representative of the As- 
sociated Press today visited the Mare 
Island Navy-yard to see what progress is 
being made in getting ready for sea the 
United States men-of-war Mohican and 
Monongahela, He found activity every- 
where present on the island, but especially 
aboard the two vessels named. In reply ta 
questions the commandant, George E. 
Belknap, stated that at the present ra — 
rate of progress the Monongahela and 
hican will be ready for sea about the middle 
of next week. ‘lie former, which is largely 
a store-ship, goes to the Samoan Islands 
direct, not even touching at Honolulu, un- 
less stormy weather and adverse wiudé 
should render it necessary to replenish her 
supply of coal. The Monongaheia will have 
a complement of about two nundred meu. 

Under present instruction, the Mohican 
wiil proceed with all speed to Panam 
there to exchange officers and hold hersel 
in readiness for any station to which she 
may be then ordered, The officers on board 
the ship, however, consider that her ulti- 
mate deStination will be Samoa The 
oid battery of the Mohican has been re- 
placed in the ship, the new battery which | 
had been ordered for her having arrived too 
late to be placed in position. The old bat- 
ony. however, is deemed quite effective. 

As regards the other ships in the y 

the commandant states thut the Thetis, 1 
there should be an urgent call for her 
service, could be Pon in readiness for sea 
within a week, and in less time if neces- 
sary. The Irequois is undergoing repairs, 
quite extensive in their way, and it might 
be 60 days before she could be ready for 
sea, The turreted monitor Comanche is in 
trim, and, if called fur, could sail for any 
point at one or two days’ notice. The 
cruiser Charleston, which is building at the 
Union Iron Works, San Francisco, and is 
nearly ready for her trial trip, might pussi- 
bly be got ready for service within two 
months, Commodore Belknap has not 
beep advised, however, whether or not the 
Charileston’s battery has yet been shipped 
from the East, 

Work is just being recommenced on the 
large monitor, Monadnock, which is lying 
at the navy yard. A fund suflicient for her 
completion has been made, but it would 
probably be two years before she could be 
gotten ready for service. This accounts for 
all the ships of the Pacific squadron at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard or in San Fran- 
isco Bay, with the exception of Farragut’s 
old flagship, the Hartford, which is an- 
chored far but iu the stream and is com- 

letely housed over. There is also the old - 
fas hioned receiving and recruiting ship, 
independence, which has been lying at tho 
yard for many, many years,

There will be a hard contest during the 
coming municipal election for the reason 
that the Democrats are in power and the 
Republicans have made up their minds to 
get away with the works or know the 
reason why. From general appearances tie 
Republicans are in for a winning fight. 

The only thing that created any kind of a 
stir, on the streets, among politicians yes- 
terday was the statement that Mayor Bry- 

son has declared that he will not be legis- 
lated out of office by the new charter. His 
friends claim that he waselected under the 
old charter and has a right to hoid the office 
down until the expiration of histerm. They 
make this claim under a section of the con-, 
stitution which states in substance that no 
man shall be iegisiated out of office except 
tor good and sufficient cause. It Mr. Bry- 
son does not succeed in getting favorabie 
opinions from his attorneys he says he wiil 
spend a big pile of money in his eiforts to be 
reélected. 

It is impossible to tell exactly when the 
election will take place, but if the bill is 
signed by the Governor this week the 
chances are that the Council will fix the 
day next Mouday or Tuesday, aud proceed 
to advertise the call tour weeks, as pro- 
vided by the Political Code. 

The situation in regard to the Mayoralty, 
so far as the Republicans are concerned, is 
rapidly becoming simpiified. Mr. Franken- 
Held. it is said on * good authority, 
will. positively not a candidate under 
any circumstance. Maj. Bonebrake may 
also be considered beyoud the possibilities, 
as he contemplates an early trip to Europe, 
as is also ex-Mayor Spence, who is a 
resident of Monrovia. This leaves the 
fight, if such it can be called, betweer 
Gen. Mansfield aud Hazard, and 
even the latter gentieman says he 
will not take the nomination uuless it is of-

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A FIRE BUG. 


__RORERT LEWIN’S PRELIMINARY 


KX AMINATION, 


Damaging Testimony by the Fire- 
men Who Were First on the Scene 
and by Detective Mc‘ arthy—Lew- 
in's Bond Increased to $6000. 


Justice Austin devoted nearly his entire 
attention yesterday to the preliminary exam- 
ination of Robert Lewin, charged with 
arson. Lewin is a Jew, who formerly kept 
a saloon in the basement of the new United 
States Hotel, corner of Main and Kequena 
streets. 

About 2 o’clock last Thursday morning 
fire was discovered in the basement sa- 
loon in question, and, the alarm being 
promptly given, the firemen got there in 
time to extinguish the incipieut blaze. Cir- 
cumstances were so strong against Lewin, 
the proprietor of the saloon, that he was 
arrestea at once and lodged in jail. 

In the examination yesterday the State 
was represented by Maj. Donnell, Assistant 
District Attorney, and Lewin’s attorneys 


Dalwn W heeler. 

All of the members of the department 
who testitied agreed that there were unmis- 
takable signs of coal vil having been thrown 
about the room, There was also a strong 
smell of coal oil after the fire had been ex- 
tinguished. Mr. De Voto, the grocer, testi- 
fied to selling Lewin two flve-gallon cans of 
coal oil shortly before the fire. 


The story of the affair was most 
comp etel told in the testimony of 
Police etective McCarthy, who said: 


„On the morning of the 25th of January an 
alarm of fire was turned in from bux 
‘was on Main street at the time, near the 
corner of Main and Arcadia streets. Im- 
mediately upon the alarm belag turned in 1 
ran to the Plaza engine-house to catch the 
engine and ride to the fire. 1 missed the 
eugine aud so ran down to the fire, which 
was in the saloon under the New United 
States Hotel on Main street. When I = 
to the fire the firemen had just got in the 
door—the front dvor—with their hose; the 
door on Raquena street. After I got the 
crowd away irom the building I —_ 
down stairs into the cellar; went wo a 
few steps, but the smoke was so dense that 
1 had to retire. 1 went up stairs a few 
moments and then went down again. 
noticed the smell, of coal oil was some- 
thing terific; it superseded all other smells. 
The smoke was. dense and coming up 
through the stairway. 

“There was a great deal of smoke in the 
room, in fact, it was thick. I saw a little 
flame behind the bar, although the men had 
the water playing on it when I got there. 
The flame was behind the bar, probably 
three or four feet. When I went down 
stairs there was considerable water ou the 
floor, and I walked through the water and 

ot behind the bar—the west side of the 
Cand the first thing I saw was this coal 
pil can pointing to can in, evidence], and 1 
called the attention of Chiet Moriarty to 
the can. He then handed me a dipper and 
said: Smell of that.’ I did so, and it 
smelled fearfully of coal oil. 1 thought 
from all this there was somethiug wrong, 
and that I would make a thorough investi- 

tion of the premises. 1 opened one of 
he lockers—the first locker as you go 
behind the bar—and I saw there a lighted 
candle, a jon ot a candle about three- 
quarters of au inch long. To the left of the 
locker there was some hay [produ in 
eviaence]. Then there was a piece of 
a towel [witness shows towel] attached 
to the burning candle in this manner, and 
towel was just saturated with coal oil, and 
the other end of the towel was put right 
into the bay and a little r:g lay in a saucer 
smouldering. 1 called the attention of a 
few more of the men to the state of facts 
and then picked up the rag and candle and 
blew the candle out. All of these evidences 
have been keptin the property-room down 
here since the fire, and I know they are the 
same articles. I then went to examine the 
fartoer end of the locker and 1 found an- 
other candle [produces candle] and a rag 
attached to it and one end of the rag in a 
lot more hay. The whole business was just 
saturated with coal oil and there were also 
rags and bundies of paper. In the locker 
next to the fartherend I found a pair of 
pauts and some shirts and a coat; the 
were all tnoroughly saturated with coal oil. 
There were also about a dozen aprons in 
locker, all saturated with oil, and probabl 
a dozen or so towels just wet with oi 
There were also three bunches of matches 
wrapped up in paper and oil on the paper. 
All these things were lying around 
in the hay. 8 was fealin 
around under the bar, everything I touche 
seemed to be covered with oil; 1 found a 
lot of burnt straw there which was full of 


oil. 
“T examin ceiling as thoroughly as I 
couid r and my impression 
was very strong that there had been oil 
dashed on the ceiling, because the paint 
seemed to be hanging down, and it looked 
kind of greasy. and the parts, except right 
over the bar, were not hurtin that way at 
all. They seemed to be perfectly fresh, ex- 
cept right over the bar, where the firemen 
had been pulling the boards off. 
“The bar is about eighteen or twenty-two 
feet long; there is a mirror behind it, which 
stands within a foot of the ceiling. The 
drain-board was also saturated with coal 
oll. There certainly was a * job made 
of it. There was none at all, or very little 
oil in the can 1 found there. 
“The proprietor of the place is Mr. Lewin, 
the defendant here. I have been in his 
lace severa! times before the pe and 
now that he used gas entirely for lighting 
purposes, with the single exception of a lit- 
tie oil for his cigar-lighter. 
“The first conversation I had with Lewin 
was the night of the fire in front ot bis 
place. Lewin arrived there ina hack in 
company with another man. I says to him: 
‘How do you do? Lou have had quite a 
little fire here,“ and he says: ‘Yes; how 
did it happen?’ I said: ‘It’s pretty hurd to 
teil.’ 1 asked. if bis bartender closed 
up that night and as a careful man 
in closing up. He sai had no 
tender; that he closed up himseif. I asked 

dim if be was the last man in the building 
and he suid yes. He said he put out all the 
lights when he left; said he left a little 
after 11 o’cluck. Lasked him if his place 
was insured and he said, ‘yes, but not for 
one-third of what the piace is worth.’ He 
said it was insured for $2500, but that it was 
worth #5500. ‘ben he walked away from 
me and 1 called bim back and placed him 
under arrest. I asked him if he had a pis- 
tol in his pocket. He said yes and gave it 
uptome. All he said tome was voluntary 
on his part. 

„On the way to the station 1 asked him if 
he used any lamps in the buiiding, and he 
said ‘No; lit it with gas.“ He said he 
bought the oil about two weeks ago, 
asked what he used it for, and he said for 
his cigar lighters. Heis id he poured the 
oil into a bottle to fili the cigar lighter. He 
said he was home when the fire originated. 
He first said when I asked him the ques- 
tion, Where he was? “How do 1 know. I 
was not there, I didn’t know anything 
about the fire until the messenger came and 
toldme.” He said he had twocandles in his 
place that the plumber had used. He said 
they were in the drawer wrapped up in 
paves, I went to search him and he said 

e would not let me until 1 had told him 
what he was arrested for, and I said for 
arson. He said all right. :

Previous to N how- 
ever, Justice Austin stated that in con- 
sideration of the character of testimony thus 
far adduced, he felt it incumbent upon him 
to increase the bonds of defendant to 66000. 
Lewin and his friends were thrown into 
a at this inve, and they found 
it impossible to produce the required bond. 


One of Lewin’s friends offered to put a 
check for the amount, but as it was not 
certified the Justice declinéd to receive it. 
Lewin slept in the jail last night.

RUNAWAYS. 


An Old Man Knocked Down and 
Fatall: irjared,

The animal slipped 
und fell on the si jewalk. sliding perhaps 20 
feet, and struck a lady who was passing in 
front of the opera-house, cc ages slight 
after which he e tinued 
down Main street until he was finally 
capiured. In the meantime the patrol 
wagon was telephoned for and Samuels 
was taken to the police station,, where Dr. 
Choate attended to his injuries. He found 
him suffering from a compound fracture of 
the leg and a fracture of the skull, but he 
was perfectly rational, and, though suffer- 
ing great pain, he bore it without a wur- 
mur. After having his wounds dressed, 
Samuels was removed to his room, at the 
corner ot First and Hill streets. Owing to 
his great age, and from the fact that 
Samuels’s left side is paralyzed, the Doctor 
thinks it more than probable that he will 
die. The injured man said that he had 
many friends in the city, and was weil 
known. He had about $50 in his pocket 
when he was brought to the station.

SICK AND DISCOURAGED. 


Suicide of an Old Man at St. Paul's 
HospitaL 

An old Dane, John R. Opitz by name, 
committed suicide by shooting himself in 
the head with a revolver, at St. Paul's 
Hospital Monday night about 8 o’clock. 
Opitz was about 72 years of age, and had 
been a sufferer from an incurable disease 
for many years past.

a the Fastman Case to Come Up 
Demarrer Today—'hat $1000 
led and the Sheriff 


Boyce and his strikers spent the greater 
part of yesterday pacing around town giv- 
ing out to all who were silly enough to 
listen to them thata rich syndicate had 
been formed for the purpose of purchasing 
the rapidly-decaying Boneyard. They even 
made the Sheriff's office believe that such 
was the case, and when the Smooth Citizen 
failed to give bonds to the amount of $1000 
for the running expenses of the concern the 
Sheriff postponed the matter of closing up 
until 2 o’clock. 

In the meantime the faking business 
went merrily oh, and at 1 o’clock p.m. the 
application made for a receiver by Col. 
Eastman, late editor and president of the 
concern, was called in Judge Van Dyke’s 
court. The Smooth Citizen was represented 
by Arizona Haines and Mitchell. while Col. 

astman was represented by Herndon, 
Cain & Garrison and Col. Treat. 

“Smoothy’s” attorneys were armed with 
the following demurrer: 

“Eastman et al. vs. Boyce et al. 

“Now come the defendants, by their at- 
torneys, and appearing specially for the 
purpose of showing cause why a receiver 
should not be appointed herein, and not 
waiving any right they may have to object 
to the service herein, or tp demurrer to said 
complaint upon any or all grounds ver- 
mitted by the statute now show and allege; 
that no greunds are shown by the said 
plaintiffs authorizing the appointment of a 
receiver in said cause. 

“Wherefore, defendants pray that plain- 
tiffs’ motion for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver herein be denied and the said order 
to show cause be discharged. 

“Haines & MITCHELL, 
“Attorneys for Defendants.” 

Judge Van Dyke was engaged in the trial 
of a case, and stated that he could not hear 
the motion before this morning at 9 o’ciock, 
to Which time it went over. 

The Sheriff, at 3 o’clock, was still with- 
out a bond, and so far as could learned 
on the streets the syndicate fake had been 
declared off. 

A Tuts reporter visited Judge Fitz- 
gerald, who was said to be the legal ad- 
viser of the mythical syndicate. The Judge 
said he had been spoken to on the subject, 
but there was no truth in it. Several per- 
s0..8 had spoken to him, and had even told 
him that they woulda take stock in the 
concern if he would accept a directorship. 
This he flatly refused to do, and when they 
learned that Smoothy wanted to hold a lit- 
tle stock in the Boneyard they deciared that 
— would have nothing whatever to do 
with it. This decision wound up Smoothy’s 
last hope, and if Sheriff Aguirre and his 
undertaker do not get tired of editing the 
Trombone today and close it up, the chances 
are that the printers will fail to be paid off 
tomorrow, and they will close it up by re- 
fusing to go to work. 

There were all kinds of rumors flying 
about yesterday as to the reasons why the 
Sheriff permitted the concern to run after 
he had put about 87000 in attachments on it. 

Several legal gentlemen were questioned 
by a Times reporter as to the legality of 
Sheriff Aguirre’s attachment. The general 
opinion seemed to be that he is not in pos- 
session, even if he has a keeper in the 
office, as long as he allows the old manage- 
ment to conduct theconcern. If this is the 
case several pretty points may arise when 
the two attaching creditors come into court, 
especiaily when another creditor comes in 
and insists on closing the concern up. 

The general opinion among iawyers 
seemed to be that the Sheriff has no "mer 
right to let the Bone run than he would 
have to allow a house of ill-fame that had 
been attached to run.

four or five, or even less. In one slum dis- 
trict, where thero were usually 50 prisoners 
on a Sunday morning, it often happens that 
the police telegraph the magistrate not to 
come, as there are none. In 
ascribing this change to the Brooks law. 
Another notable difference is the falling 
off of 8 among women. “Be 
fore this bill went into effect,” said one 
magistrate, I would have at least one 
woman drunkard before me every morn- 
ing.

many’s representatives. Tue American 
Consul has been pointed to us as the author 
of two letters which Malietoa addressed tu 
the Emperor in 1885, containing complaints 
with regard to the imperial representatives 
in Apia and an insu.ting critique of Ger- 
man measures. Next, American Consul 
Greenbaum made opposition to Germany 
in everything, encouraging Maietoa at 
the same time in his provoking course 
toward Germiny. His arbitrary announce- 
ment of an American protectorate in May, 
1886, was disavwed by nis Government. 
The encroachments of the present repre- 
sentative of the United States in Apia, have. 
as you know, repeatedly given occasion to 
me to complain of his conduct. In view of 
the friendly relations. which have continued 
‘undisturbed for more than a century be- 
tween Germany and the United States it 
is remarkable that on that remote realm of 
islands, where weither American or Ger- 
many has any political interest to defend, 
we are exposed to the continued ill will of 
a series of American representatives. Tuere 
are no local commerctal riv lries which 
could explain such a fact. ihe American 
element has not aspired to considerable 
commercial success on the Samoan islands. 
The value of imvorts in 18385, which went 
thr ugh. the bands of American merchants 
amounted to 892 000, and the German im- 
ports 202,000. In exports Germany had 
$280,000 and the Americans 231.000. Ger- 
man firms had establisued outside of Apia, 
and on other isiands of the group, 50 com- 
mercial stations and smaller trading 
places. American firms not one. Ger- 
man firms owned in 1885 21 ships 
for trade.in the South Sea, American firms 
had no vessels of theirown. ‘The Germans 
had brought, by the sus ematic establish- 
ment of plantations, 7985 acres under cul- 
ture, while American plantations do not ex- 
ist, aud only about 100 eres of property 
owned by Americans is cultiva Ihe 
houses and property owned by German 
subjects represeuted a value of $176,000, 
those of.

I fail, 
therefore, to find in the facts them- 
selves any reason that could explain 
the continual ill-will shown tow rd 
usin Samoa by American representatives 
and should be thankful to Bayard if he 
would lend me his assistance in an inves ti- 
gation of this strange fact. Should my 
supposition be richt that these difficulties 
have their origin in the personal disposi- 
tion of the representatives and notin their 
instructions, I am convinced the American 
Government will cause the necessary re- 
dress to take place. It cannot be con- 
vloced that consular officers wno do not re- 
spect the limits of their task and who cause 
by their conduct international ill feeling 
between countries, entertaining friendly 
relations toward each other, act with the 
consent of their Government with which 
Germany since its foundation of the Ameri- 
can union has been connected by tradi- 
tional friendship.

ALASKA’S FISHERIES. 


How Congressman Dunn Would Pro- 
tect Them. 

Waeuntnoron, Jan. 20.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Representative Dunn, from 
the Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries, today presented the results of 
the investigation by the committee into the 
fur seal fisheries of Alaska, with special 
references to whether the contract giving 
the Alaska Commercial Company the right 
totake fur seals has been violated. Dunn 
accompanied his report with a biil on the 
subject. 

It broposes to amend the present law by 
providing that one year before the present 
lease to the Alaska company expires, or 
when any future similar lease expires, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall lease to 
proper persons the right of taking fur seals 
on the isiands of St. Paul and St. George 
for 20 years at not less than $50,000 per 
annum and 43.50 in addition for each seal- 
skin shipped frum the islands. Such lease 
shall not be transferable. The present law 
is declared to apply to all the waters of 
Bering Sea in a mentioned in the 
. with Russia by which Alaska was 
ceded to the United States, and the Presi- 
dent shall take measures to have arrested all 
persons and to have seized all vessels vio- 
lating the laws of the United States 
therein, 

In addition to the above provisien is made 
for the protection of the salmon fisheries. 
The report recommends that the act to pre- 
vent the extermination of our fur-bearing 
animals in Alaska be continued in force with 
certain amendments, believing that not only 
the system it adopts, but the method of carry- 
ing it into effect, is well adapted for the pur- 
pose indicated. 

In conclusion the committee finds the fol- 
lowing facts: That it the law protecting seal 
life is enforced, the preservation of seal 
rookeries will be assured, the revenue con- 
tinued and increased, and the native inhab- 
itants of the Seal Islands maintained with- 
out cost to the Government; that the Alaska 
Commercial Company has fully performed 
its contract with the Government, and has 
contributed liberally to the support, main- 
tenance, cumfort and civilization of the in- 
habitants of not only the Seal Islands, but 
to those of the Aleutian Isiands, Kodiac 
and the mainland; that the tur seal industry 
will have paid into the treasury over 88,000. 
during the period of the present lease; 
that the chief object of the purchase of 
Alaska was the acquisition of the valuable 
products ot Bering’s Sea; that at the date 
of the cession of Alaska to the United 
States, the Russian title to Bering Sea was 
perfect and indisputed; that by virtue of 
the cession the United States acquired 
complete title to all portion of Bering Sea, 
situated within the limits prescribed by the 
treaty.

Gotham’s Police Kept Busy Ouelling 
‘Turbulent Strikers. 


Still Another Forecast of Gen. Harri- 
son’s Cabinet.

New York, Jan. 29.—| By the Associated 
Press.] The long-threatened surface road 
strike was inaugurated here this morning. 
The only cars running were those of the 
Third avenue and Bleeker street roads. 
The police reserves wére all on duty in an- 
ticipation of trousle. In all about 4500 men 
stopped work. 

A lively row occurred at Grand street 
this morning when acrowd of strikers tried 
to overturn a car. A large crowd blocked 
the street when the car started, and all sorts 
ot obstructions were placed on the track. 
The crowd surrounded the car and un- 
hitched the horses. The police had col- 
lected in force and had a hand-to-hand 
fight with the mob. Despite the police, 
however, the mob lifted the car bodily and 
slung it across the tracks. The police kept 
dasbing up al) the time and attacked the 
struggling strikers. A moment or two of 
this and the crowd became disordered and 
began to scatter. The police had gained 
the day. The police captured one of the

p to 11:30 a.m. six cars had been sent 
out and two had made the trip. A number 
of minor scrimmages between the police 
and strikers had taken place. 

As the afternoon waned the tied-up lines 
which had run out cars during the day 
housed their rolling stock and their new 
men, and comparative quiet followed the 
activities of the daytime. About 5 o’clock, 
when the last Sixth-avenue car reached the 
depot, the police were relieved. The 
strikers, however, remained in the neigh- 
borhood of the stables. 

SCENES OF EXCITEMENT. 

There was great excitement at Twenty- 
third street and Tenth avenue all day, the 
strikers at one time stopping and overturn- 
ing a car before the police could gather in 
force. The greatest excitement existed 
around the Fourth-avenue stables, where 
600.strikers were gathered. Two or three 
efforts were made to run cars, A small 
police force was on hand. A car was finally 
started, but ran into a pile of ashes 
dumped by strikers. The latter quickly 
nade a demonstration, but were routed b 

he police and their ring leader arres 
The crowd got even by emashing the car 
windows with stones and injuring a lady 
passenger slightly. 

At Sixty-third street a Twenty-third-street 
car was stopped in the middie of the 
Fourth-avenue tracks, the conductor was 
put off, the passengers driven out and the 
car overturned.

HE WROTE A LETTER. 


How Consul Black Lost His Place at 
Vienna 

CLEVELAND (O.), Jan. 20—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A dispatch this afternoon 
from Buda l'esth, Hungary, announced 
that Joseph Black, United States Consul to 
that city, had been recalled by this Govern- 
ment. Mr. Biack isa wealthy resident of 
this city. It appears that he wrote a letter 
to a New York Hungarian paper, in which 
he advocated a protective tariff and argued 
against free trade.
